CAMPBELL RIVER — Grimy, soot-blackened fire 
fighters, working desperately to stop flames from ravag- 
ing the shores of Buttle Lake, today continued their slow 
retreat as predicted rain failed to materialize. 


Now they are pinning their 
hapes-of gaining some control | 
over the fire on a weather pre-| 
diction for Vancouver Island of 
cloudy skies for tonight and 
widely scattered showers Sun- 
day: 

A ‘good rain certainly is the 
only thing. that can stop the| 
huge Buttle Lake fire in. any 
reasonable time. Men cannot, 

The only access to this vast 
area is by boat, then on foot to} 
the fire. Machines cannot} 
work on‘the steep hillsides, that 
tise to 5,000 feet, and pumps 
are of limited effectiveness. 

“We will fight this fire by 
cutting firebreaks and backfir- 
ing wherever the country lends 
itself for us to make a stand,” 
a forester said today. 


FIRE MOVES ‘NORTH 

Friday afternoon Times pho- 
tographer Bill. Halkett and I 
flew to thie fire with Bob Lang- 
don; B.C. Airlines resident 
ager at Campbell River to fi 
the flames had moved one mile 
northward along the west shore 
of the lake, and two miles ad

On the west side the ‘fire had | 
jumped Myra Creek but.a crew 
of loggers.and foresters kept it 
from consuming the timber 
around the beautiful Myra 
Falis, on the,shore of the lake. 

Clarence A. Pierce of Camp- 
bell River, a logger and one of 
the determined crew of 10 men 
holding “the -fire at bay, said 
they would follow the fire as jit 
progressed, and keep driving it 
up hill. 

“We probably will make. & 
stand at a sock bluff,” he said. 

A total of 30 men fought the 
fire on both sides “f the lake, 
while others at a camp on Phil- 
lips Creek prepared to dig in 
for a long siege. Other men 
were scheduled to arrive today 
to give ‘a total of 100 men on 
the blaze. 

Dick Doerk se n, assistant 
ranger at Ctgppbell River, said 
there are shifts on the fire. 

“We work a long day- in- 
stead,” he said, “and all rest at 
night. There is nothing anyone 
can do anyway, and it would be 
tod dangeroys to leave men-in 
there.”

But he seldom thinks 
about his peril until 
the thermometer fiue- 
tuates a ‘tittle. Then, on 
the mild, monptonous 
west coast of Canada 
he ins to realize 
for the first time how 
ninetenths of the 
Canadian people live, in extremes of heat 
and cold. This is hard on his skin but 
good for his soul. Drought on the prai- 
ries and in the great woods of British 
Columbia miakes the whole nation kin. 


A PRAIRIE drought, withering the 

weak, , alien plants that man has 
sowed on land ttended for other. pur- 
poses, has grave economic results. It 
suddenly diminishes the whole nation's 
‘store of wealth. Every parched stalk of 


wheat, every. ruined hayfield, is a loss to 
all of us, though we may not suspect 
it. But drought in the western woods 
is more spectacular, massive and tragic, 
Wheat, after all, is a—one-year crop, 
It will die by autumn’in any case. The - 
tree, on the ather hahd, has centuries’ of 
life. The-mature timber was here long 
before white men arrived to cut it. The 
tiny seedling, which sprouted last spring, 
will be here, if left alone, ldng after all 
contemporary men have departed. Thus 
to any man. who loves the forest, its in- 
satiable thirst this year is becoming. al- 
most-a personal thirst, .a shared horror. 


A MOMENT ago there floated along 
our lake a yellow maple’ teat—dead 
and yellow three months before its time, 
the signature and fingerprints of the 
@rought. On the hill last night I found 
the leaves of alder wilting, the bracken 
turning brown, the weeds stiff and life- 
less. Even the hardy salal, which cares 
nothing for the weather, was drooping. 
The great conifers are better equipped. 
Their roots go. down deep and spread 
wide in search of moisture but. they, too, 
are feeling the drought at last. A big 
fir tree, the botanists tell us, sucks up

SUCKER GROWTH 

As an illustration, supposing 
we cut the original growing tip 
immediately above the last fruit 
truss We have already re 
moved all the side shoots along 
the main stem and nothing re 
mains to make new growth. 

We soon notice sticker 
growths appearing at soil level 
and to thése will go the main 
food supply at the expense of 
fruits already formed, the main 
stem receiving just enough to 
keep it alive and possibly ripen 
one or two small fruits to pro 


j duce afew seed which will pro 


pagate the species, 

In this district it is usual to 
remove the original growing tip 
when three trusses of fruit 
have set. This year has been 
ideal for tomatoes and at pres- 
ent it seems likely we could go 
to five or maybe six trusses 
and still have most.of the fruits 
ripen before frost

~ So far as The Free Press and 
those who think with it are con- 

-éerned, the alternative was to let the 
“Btrike go on indefinitely, and thus 

isolate Vancouver Island from 
the mainland of Canada. This pros- 
pect The Free Press faces quite 
cheerfully. 

It admits that in the case of a 
great national emergency—a_ rail- 
way strike, for example—it is proper 
for the state to intervene and, if., 


necessary, to compel arbitration. The! 


Liberal Government of 1950 did pre- 
cisely that to end a crippling railway 
strike. In 1954 it was ready to repeat 
its former action if necessary but 
the threatened railway strike of that 

ar was settled voluntarily under 
threat of parliamentary compulsion. 
= Hence it cannot be said that the 
“Liberal vote a few days ago in favor 
“of state intervention was inconsistent. 
Mr, Pearson took the same position 
as his predecessor, Mr. St. Laurent. 

The Diefenbaker Government's 
position was, of course, inconsistent 
since in Opposition the Conservative 
Party had denounced the Liberal 
Government's action in the two rail- 
way disputes. 

It is easy to score such debating 
points off Mr. Diefenbaker. His old 
-earefree ‘statements and promises 
“are constantly rising to haunt him. 
“The practical question before Par- 
fiament, however, was whether the 
ferry strike should go on indefinitely 
at great cost not only to Vancouver 
Island but to British Columbia and 
the nation. 

The Free Press was willing to 
face that prospect quite cheerfully 
because, it says, “with all respect to 
Vancouver Island, it is not Canada; 
the whole economy is not threatened 
by the ferry strike.” 

In other words, this strike was not 
important enough—as seen from the 
safe distance of inland Winnipeg— 
to warrant the state’s intervention 
-and the threat of compulsory arbitra- 
“Yion if voluntary negotiations fail.

The Free Press may rest assured 
that he would never agree to that 
kind of intervention except in the 
case of a real emergency, otherwise 
insoluble. When all three parties in 
Parliament, including the C.C.F., vote 
for the present policy it must have 
powerful reasons to recommend it. 

The C.C.F. vote is highly signifi- 
cant. As the boasted champion of 
labor, the socialist party, like the 
Liberal Party, could see’ no alterna- 
tive to Mr. Diefenbaker’s policy. How 
can a policy supported by the C.CF. 
(now negotiating a permanent 
alliance with organized labor) be 
considered an anti-labor policy? 

Actually a section of organized 
labor itself deliberately forced the 
state’s intervention. It is well known 
that the officers’ union struck the 
Black Ball ferry line in order to 
bring the issue to a head and compel 
Mr. Diefenbaker to intervene. At 
least one group of organized labor 
accepts the principle of state action, 
in certain vital areas, where volun- 
tary negotiations fail. 

It is to be hoped that voluntary 
negotiations, now resumed, will suc- 
ceed, that compulsory arbitration will 
not be necessary. If it is necessary in 
the end to prevent an emergency of 
national importance, then it must be 
faced as much the lesser of two evils.
